8rd reading on bylaw tabled 


Shields threatens Carma with | 
: 27 % » 
sanction overserviceconnections ... 


In language reminiscent of the courtroom, St. Albert 
Alderman Bill Shields interrogated representatives of 
Carma developers Monday night, concerning service 
connections to city utilities made by the company in their 
Woodlands project. Mr. Shields invoked the spectre of 
‘legal sanctions,"’ which he implied the city could consider 
taking against the firm. However, the suggestion of 
sanctions did not appear to sit well with other members of 
council. 

‘Tam not interested in legal action,”’ stated Ald. Barry 
Breadner. ‘’That won't influence my point of view.”’ 

In their remarks to the motion being dealt with, regarding 
the rezoning of the Woodlands area, other members of 
council made no reference to Mr. Shields’ remarks. 

Discussion of the controversial sanitary sewer and water 
connections got underway during a scheduled appointment 
at which Carma representatives appeared before council. 

Mr. Rudi Koop, district director of Carma’s operations in 
this area, told council he was present to discuss the sewer 
investigation and subsequent newspaper articles. (The 
Gazette and other media had carried stories regarding a 
statement made by a local resident that Carma was hooked 
up to city services, This fact was later established). 

Mr. Koop stated that Carma’s builders had informed the 
company of an upcoming lot shortage in St. Albert and said 
the company had wished to proceed with the work because 
of this. He said the development agreement had been 
signed with the exception of two amendments which 
concerned matters unrelated to servicing. 

Ald. Bill Shields inquired as to the date of the signing of 
the agreement to which Mr. Koop responded that he was 
not- sure. 

Mr. Shields.then asked what date the contractor had 
hooked into the city services. Mr. Bill Bruyer, an engineer 
with Carma, told Mr. Shields that the connections to the 
sanitary sewer were made April 19 and June 2, with the 
water hook-up made on May 15S. 

At this point, there was a brief volley between Messrs. 
Shields and Bruyer: 

**Did you receive any approval for this,” asked Mr, 
Shields. 

“No, we were operating at Carma’s risk,’’ replied Mr. 
Bruyer. 

*“At Carma’s risk or the city of St. Albert's?’’ asked Mr. 
Shields. 

At this point, Mr. Bruyer explained that while the 
connections were made, Carma recognized it had no 
approval to utilize the services. He said that measures were 
taken to keep the services inoperable. These measures 
involved the plugging of the sewer connections and the 
closing of the valve to the water system, Any water used for 
testing the system was trucked in, he stated. He said it 
would take a conscious act of removal of the plugging and 
turning of the valve to use the connection. 

Mr. Shields then asked where the run-off would go if the 
sewer was plugged. 

“There is none,"’ replied Mr. Bruyer. 
“But you have stripped and graded, What about when it

storm sewer). 


ANALAGOUS TO POOL OWNER? 


Mr. Shields then presented an analogy to the Carma 
situation, in which he compared the company’s hook-ups to 
that of a private swimming pool owner making an 
unauthorized connection to city water supplies. 

Mr. Bruyer responded saying that the connection was 
‘not an unusual situation, in St. Albert or elsewhere.” 
Regarding the swimming pool analogy, he stated that the 
connection had followed correct engineering procedures, 
according to Department of Environment standards. 

**How do you know this meets city standards,’ asked Mr. 
Shields. Mr. Bruyer replied that he had put in a couple of 
thousand miles of pipe, with no problems, and that the work 
was done under his professional seal. 

‘‘This was done under the idea that there was a 
development agreement. I suggest that on April 29 and 
June 2 there was no development agreement. At the time 
your lawyers were looking over it. I would submit there was 
no development agreement,”’ said Mr. Shields. 

Ald. Margaret Smith inquired if the company had ever 
approached a municipality for permission to proceed at their 
own risk. Mr. Koop replied that they had proceeded at their 
own risk in several Alberta municipalities. Mrs. Smith then 
asked why the company had not had the city perform interim 
inspections, considering the firm thought it was operating 
under the terms of a development agreement. Mr. Bruyer 
said the City Engineer had the right to proceed with these at 
any time, and that he himself was liable for his own actions. 
In answer to Mrs. Smith’s third question, as to whether lot 
size changes could affect servicing, Mr. Bruyer replied this 
would have only a minor effect. 

Ald. Barry Breadner stated that he had thought that 
Carma’s ‘‘proceeding at their own risk’’ referred only to 
their own property.

Rezoning bylaw 
gets third reading 


City council made its 
deliberations in front of a 
Standing Room Only crowd 
Monday night as public 
interest groups covering a 
number of subject areas 
gathered to voice their con- 
cerns. The delegations and 
appointments. went on til 
after 10 p.m. A number of 
those present were members 
of the Sturgeon Action 
Committee, a group put 
together to express concerns 
about the future design of 
the St. Albert Trail, and the 
possible widening of the 
road. The committee mem- 
bers were present to protest 
the rezoning of the Usher 
property on the west side of 
the highway to a commercial 
designation, However, the 
S.A.C. bid to stop the 
rezoning failed, as council 
went on later to unanimously 
carry third reading of the 
rezoning bylaw. 

First to address council on 
the subject of the rezoning 
was the prospective devel- 
oper of the property, Dr. Don 
LeDrew. Dr. LeDrew add- 
ressed himself to previously 
stated concerns that the 
property was not far enough 
back from the road to 
accommodate the possible 
widening of the road to the 
west. He said that he had 
had a detailed site plan done 
which revealed that with the 
service road and the building 
set-back, the development 
would be 75 feet back from 
the road. He further stated 
that the architect involved 
had suggested ‘‘flipping 
over’’ the plan for the 
development and setting it 
on the other side of the 
property, which would re- 
move the development toa 
point even more distant from 

the highway. 

In regard to servicing 
problems, he said he had 


discussed these with mem- 
bers of the city’s engineering 
department. He also said 
that. a grade plan had 
indicated that grades would 
pose no problems to ser- 
vicing. 

“I will be a tenant,"’ said 
Dr. LeDrew. ‘‘So! plan to 
build a first class building 
with first class materials. I 
don't want repair or main- 
tenance problems in five 
years time.”’ 

Dr. LeDrew said the 
project first came before the 
Municipal Planning Com- 
mission six months ago and 
was approved in principle 
but was delayed for the Cuts 
Green Grove proposal for a 
senior citizens residential 
development. (This project 
was rejected by council, on a 
recommendation from the 
Please Turn to Page 2

He went on to say that 
staff memos showed three 
approaches to widening the 
highway on the east side, 
with cost figures included. 
However, there was no 
proposal for the westerly 
widening. The committee 
spokesman also cited the 
General Plan in his presen- 
tation, which suggested that 
the Usher Property be desig- 
nated for Institutional Public 
use.

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St. Albert seems to be taking an adversary position 
with developers which could work against the 
city’s objectives of improving the commercia- 
industrial taxation base. 


While the city’s interests need to be protected, the 
developer in most cases is the owner of the land 
and these firms have considerable experience 
and expertise which can be helpful to council 
members. Carma, the firm doing the Woodlands 
subdivision is such a developer and _ their 
representative was subjected to a grilling by 
Alderman Shields on Monday night which was 
unnecessarily harsh. Perhaps part of the 
difficulty is that the majority of aldermen do not 
have business experience. 


Developers such as Shell Oil with an investment 
in commercial property in Forest Lawn and 
Venture Properties with a similar investment in 
Grandin Park can surely expect that zoning 
bylaws will be respected. 


In St. Albert, as elsewhere, long delays prove 
both costly and frustrating to developers, and in 
the case of residential development these costs 
add to the price of homes. Developers 
contribute very large amounts, to servicing and 
through land dedicated to the municipality, plus 
providing such amenities as clubhouses, tennis 
courts and so on. 


They also face a short construction season and 
delays cost both money and jobs time loss. 


While the large firms are knowledgeable about 
procedures, the smaller and often local firms 
are not. An information sheet listing what 
departments must be seen, and what steps 
must be taken in the proper order, could be 
prepared to assist these small firms, on their 
first visit to City Hall. 


St. Albert is committed to further growth 
according to its General Plan. Good planning 
and adherence to council policies is essential. 
Could these goals not be achieved by a team 
approach rather than an adversary approach?

In between the annual 
Christmas Sessions of the 
Tuxis and Older Boys’ Par- 
liament of Alberta, the 
parliament holds other mee- 


tings and social projects. 

The most recent of these 
projects was an Interpro- 
vincial Youth Parliament 
held in Trail B.C. on the May 
24 long weekend, when 
Alberta and the B.C. boys 
parliaments met together. 
The five resolutions passed 
called for support of the 
Newfoundland seal hunt, 
urging the Canadian gover- 
nment to adopt a policy of not 
yielding to terrorists; with- 
drawal of funds from all 
financial institutions that 
support South Africa and its 
apartheid policy; a resolution 
calling for a moratorium on 
cloning research, and re- 
classifying the Post Office as 
a Crown Corporation. 

Resolutions calling for an 
end to Canadian uranium 
production, and continued 
abolition of capital both 
failed at the joint youth 
parliament session. 

The Alberta Tuxis and 
Older Boys’ Parliament is 
now in its 59th year of 
operation, making it Can- 
ada’s longest continuously 
running model parliament. 
The parliament offers young 
men between the ages of 15 
and 21 the opportunity to 
develop proficiency in logical 
self-expression through de- 
bate on current issues. In 
yearly sessions held between 
Christmas and New Year, 
members from across Al- 
berta gather for model 
parliamentary sessions and 


discussions on a Christian 
theme. This year’s session 
will be held in Lethbridge. 

Over the years, the func- 
tions of parliament changed. 
The Trail Rangers and Tuxis 
Boys programs gradually be- 
came integrated into other 
programs for older boys. The 
parliament, however, rem- 
ained. As the amount of 
administrative work decrea- 
sed, discussion on topics of 
current interest gained pro- 
minence. Two of the most 
hotly debated issues debated 
in parliament's history att- 
racted considerable public 
attention: resolutions oppo- 
sing Conscription (35th Ses- 
sion, 1954) and calling for 
recognition of Red China 
(39th Session, 1958) prom- 
pted vehement reaction from 
the public. C 

All discussions of parlia- 
ment are conducted in a 
model parliamentary format. 
The members are arbitrarily 
divided into government and 
opposition sides, but voting 
on all issues except the 
Speech From the Throne, is 
not bound to any party lines. 
The parliament is totally 
non-political, although it 
provides members with a 
first hand opportunity for 
learning the function and 
ceremonies of government 
and parliamentary admini- 
stration. The operation of 
parliament throughout the 
year is guided by the 
Government and Opposition 
Front Benches.

Mr. Breadner. 

In the discussion of second reading, which was moved by 
Ald. Bakker, Mr. Shields referred again to his swimming 
pool analogy, saying the city would invoke sanctions in such 
a case. He stated he was concerned that if council proceeded 
with second and third reading, that the city would prejudice 
its position regarding legal sanctions against Carma. He 
then said that the company had broken a city bylaw, and 
cited the penalties which such an act could invoke. These 
included a $500 fine or 30 days imprisonment, said Mr. 
Shields.$ 

At this point, City Administrator Robert Byron made a 
comment for clarification. 

‘I think an act of zoning has nothing to do with it," he 
stated. 

‘IT want legal clarification,’ said Mr. Shields. 

In speaking to the motion, Ald. Breadner said that he 
opposed second and third readings on the basis of the fact 
that it was not the city’s policy to zone until it had a 
development agreement. He suggested that if the 
amendments could be ‘‘wrapped up,"’ they could be dealt 
with at a separate meeting. It was at this point he rejected 
Mr. Shields’ remarks as a basis for his own decision. 

Mr. Shields once again stated his belief that second and 
third reading would prejudice the city’s position regarding 
legal sanctions."’ 

“We are rushing into it,"’ said Mr. Shields. 

Ald, Margaret Smith stated her opposition on the grounds 
that the reduced lot widths contained in the bylaw 
constituted ‘‘two huge steps."’

Protestant trustees 
increase honoraria 


After several months de- 
liberation among the trus- 
tees, Finance Chairman Gary 
Hodgins brought a motion 
before the District 6 Board to 
raise the honoraria paid to 
trustees from $1,760 per year 
to $3,600 per year. The 
chairman of the Board will 
receive $4,200 up from 
$2,260. 

Each of the above figures 
includes an expense allow- 
ance (one third), plus ex- 
penses for out of city con- 
ventions, etc. 

In making the motion 
Trustee Hodgins said the 
present honoraria “bears a 
poor relation to the commit- 
ment required and the res- 
ponsibility attached to being 
a trustee in our school 


district.’’ He said that the 
trustees as responsible Bo- 
ard members should strike 
an honorarium that would 
attach a small financial 
reward to being a trustee 
rather than a_ financial 
sacrifice. 

Trustee Hodgins also said 
he would like to see the 
honoraria reviewed on at 
least an annual basis. 

Trustee Wes Penner, sp- 
eaking in favour of the 
motion, said he would like to 
point out the fact that Board 
members had generated the 
motion after discussing the 
subject for some time. 

Trustee Scott ‘Friese said 
that districts of 
comparable size in the 
province were paying their 
trustees a higher honoraria. 
He said he would support the 
motion at this time but that 
he would have preferred to 
bring it forward in the fiscal 
year beginning January 1, 
1979. 

The only trustee opposing 
the pay hike was Shirley 
McCaffery. She said that 


several

“The strides made by 
Alberta's native peoples in 
the areas of technical train- 
ing and skilled employment 
in the past few years have 
made the province's appren- 
ticeship program a growing 
success on and off the 
reservations, 

“The ever-growing attrac- 
tion to an education which 
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permits students to earn 
while they learn is a positive 
step toward easing the high 
unemployment in our native 
communities. Here is some- 
thing good and meaningful 
for the Indian people of 
Alberta,’ said Dr. A. E. 
Hohol, minister of Alberta 
Advanced Education and 
Manpower. 

Dr. Hohol was commen- 
ting on the presentation of a 
Journeyman Carpenter Cer- 
tificate to Thomas Yellow- 
horn of the Peigan Band-in 
Brocket, 50 miles west of 
Lethbridge. Mr. Yellowhorn, 
39, is the first member of the 
band to write the journeyman 
tests to become a qualified 
tradesman. A great deal of 
his experience inthe trade 
was gained right on the 
reserve working for the Band 
Administration, and while he 
was employed by Grover 
Thomas of Glenwood for four 
years. 

The official presentation 
was made May 29 by Gordon 
Alexander of Edmonton, 
chairman of Alberta's App- 
renticeship and Trade Cer- 
tification Board, in the Band 
Council Chambers on the 
reserve, 

In making the presenta- 
tion, Mr, Alexander said, ‘'l 
am, myself, a carpenter by 
trade, and as a tradesman | 
know Thomas had to work 
hard to enable him to pass 
the trade tests. 


**Now that Thomas is a 
qualified journeyman car- 
penter, he is in the position 
to help other members of the 
band who wish to become 
apprentice carpenters. 

“I can see no reason why 
the Peigan Band can't have 
qualified tradesmen on the 
reserve to look after housing 
construction and mainten- 
ance. There is lots of work 
here for carpenters, plumb- 
ers, bricklayers and such, 
Now that the first man has 
obtained a certificate, 1 hope 
that others will follow,’’ said 
Mr. Alexander. 

Upon receiving his jour- 
neyman certificate, Mr, Yel- 
lowhorn said, ‘It is a great 
Opportunity and accomplish- 
ment for a man to better 
himself. | am proud to have 


earned this certificate, and | 


now have a strong obligation 
to help and guide my fellow 
band members toward up- 
grading their skills. 

‘‘Itis time that we realized 
that we can’t be unskilled 
laborers all of our working 
lives. We must have some 
sort of trade to fall back on,”' 
he explained. ‘‘I will stand 
behind any-man who may 
choose to apply for appren- 
ticeship, and will be happy to 
pass on any knowledge that | 
can,"* he added.

A further advance in beef 
prices caused most of the 3.2 
percent increase in the AIB's 
food index during the four 
weeks ending May 19. Price 


movements for the other 
components of the food 
index have been relatively 


modest in comparison with 
that for beef. 

The AIB’s food index is 
constructed from prices ob 
tained through weekly super- 
market price surveys in 12 
cities across Canada. The 
index, which was initiated by 
the Food Price Review 
Board and has been con- 
tinued by the AIB, currently 
stands at 141.5 (1974-100), 
which is 13.9 percent above 
year ago levels. 

Retail beef prices are 13.5 


percent above month ago 
levels. Higher retail prices 
have been accompanied by 
sharply higher live cattle 
prices. Strong demand for 
beef, along with the start of 
a long anticipated decline in 
supplies are together re- 
sponsible for much of the 
price increase. Cattle slaugh- 
ter in the U.S. and Canada 
is only marginally lower than 
record year ago: levels. This 
suggests that further sub- 
stantial increases in beef 
prices can be expected 
during the next few years as 
cattle slaughter continues to 
decline. The beef © index 
currently stands 43.5 percent 
above year ago levels. 
Pork prices, which had 
been moving downward, 


Food prices up 3.2 percent 


were up 2.2 percent since 
mid April. In the longer 
term, however, relatively 
favourable producer hog 
prices are expected to result 
in an expansion in hog 
production, more substantial 
pork supplies and lower 
prices. Pork prices are 14.4 
percent above year ago 
levels. 

Poultry prices rose 4.1 
percent during the last four 
weeks. Most of this increase 
was due to higher chicken 
prices. The poultry index is 
now 14.6 percent above year 


ago levels. Egg prices are 
also higher. The Canadian 


Egg Marketing Agency re- 
cently implemented a two 
cent per dozen increase in 
farm gate prices, to cover 


higher feed costs for pro- 
ducers, Although egg prices 
are 4.5 percent above month 
ago levels, they are still 0.6 


percent below year ago 
levels. 
Vegetable price trends 


were mixed. Salad vegetable 
prices have declined in 
recent weeks, with improved 
supplies of tomatoes and 
lettuces. This follows several 
weeks of high prices par- 
ticularly for lettuce in late 
April. However, there have 
been offsetting seasonal in- 
creases in the prices of other 
vegetables. Prices for pota- 
toes, carrots, cabbage and 
onions were all higher. In 
aggregate the fresh vegetable 
component index is margin- 
ally, 0.1 percent lower than 
it was in mid April and 2.7 
percent lower than it was a 
year ago. The fresh fruit 
index increased 3.7 percent 
during the four weeks. Hig- 
her prices for apples more 
than offset declines in orange 
prices. The fresh fruit index 
is 26.3 percent above year 
ago levels. 

The cost of the AIB’s 
nutritious diet, a basket of 
food selected as an eco- 
nomical and balanced diet 
for a family of four, rose to 
$53.08 during the week 
ending May 19, an increase 
of $1.07 over the average 
cost for the month of April. 
Increases were apparent in 
most components of the diet. 

In the nutritious basket, 
higher prices for bread, flour 
and cookies caused a five 
percent increase in the bread 
and cereals component. A 


price rise in butter in all 
cities was primarily respon- 
sible for a change of eight 
cents in the fats and oils 
component. Apples and can- 
ned apple juice were the 
major factors contributing 
towards a_ price hike of 
24¢ in the fruit component. 
A price increase of 42¢ 
in the meat and alternatives 
component was mainly due 
to an increase in the price of 
beef, as well as a_ slight 
increase in the cost of eggs 
in some cities. A drop in the 
price of tea and roasted 
coffee was the major reason 


for a seven percent decrease 
in the other foods com- 
ponent, with sugar prices 


also lower in some cities, 
Higher prices for potatoes, 
carrots and cabbage were the 
main cause of the twenty-one 
cent increase in the vege 
table component.

Lorne Akins’ Grade Nine 
Social Studies teacher Linda 
Cameron used a different 
angle when she assigned her 
class their final assignment 
this year. 

Rather than merely hand- 
ing out an essay topic, Mrs. 
Cameron combined a job 
application resume with 
three short biographies on 
famous Canadian personal- 
ities, living or dead. 

The students were asked 
to apply for a position - 
Canadian Biographical His- 
torian - advertised by the 
Canadian Historical Review. 
Grade nine student Linda 
Fehr scored a 93% for her 
piece on the co-discovers of 
insulin - Banting and Best. 
Here it is: 


BANTING AND BEST 
DISCOVERERS OF INSULIN 


Sir Frederick: Grant Ban- 
ting was born in Alliston, 
Ontario in 1891. He died in 
1941 from a tragic airplane 
crash. He was educated at 
the University of Toronto and 
became a physician and 
physiologist. He entered the 
Army Medical Corps in 1915, 
and became a captain. After 
the war he practiced med- 
icine in London, Ontario until 
1921. In 1922 he worked at 
the University of Toronto 
where he met’ his partner 
Charles Herbert Best. 

Charles Best was born in 
1899 in West Pembroke, 
Maine but of Canadian par- 
ents. He was also educated 
at the University of Toronto. 
The two physicians worked 
under a man named John 
James Richard MacLeod. 

In 1923 Banting made the 
dramatic discovery of the 
hormone insulin, used for 
diabetes. The same year 
Frederick Banting and John 
MacLeod received the Nobel 
Prize in medicine and phy- 
siology. Barting shared his 
part of the prize equally with 
Best, his assistant. 

The following year Banting 
was made director of the 
Banting-Best Department of 
Medical Research at the 
University of Toronto. From 
1930 until his death he was 
director and research pro- 
fessor of the Banting In- 
stitute for Medical Research 
at the University. After 
Banting’s death Best became 
the director of the Institute 
and had been research asso- 
ciate previously, From 1929 
through 1965 he was full 
professor at the University of 
Toronto and director of the 
department of physiology. 
During World War 11 he 
was a member of several 
committees for military me- 
dical research, He was in- 
fluential in organizing the 
Canadian program for pro- 
curement and use of dried 
human bloed serum. in 1963

he was appointed advisor to 
the medical research com- 
mittee of the World Health 
Organization, 

Insulin is a hormone that 
regulates the metabolism of 
carbohydrates in the body. 
Our bodies produce it in the 
pancreas. A deficiency of 
insulin causes the condition 
known as diabetes mellitus. 
Banting first extracted in- 
sulin from the pancreatic 
tissue of dogs in 1921. 

Banting’s and Best's find- 
ings were continued on by 
many scientists such as 
Frederick Sanger, a team of 
Chinese scientists, a team of 
scientists at Brookhaven 
National Laboratory in Upton 
New York and in 1969 a 
British biochemist named 
Dorothy Crowfoot Hodgkin. 

We as Canadians are 
extremely proud of these two 
men for it is not very often a 
Canadian is known world- 
wide. They devoted their 
entire lives to medicine and 
the development of technol- 
ogy in this field. If not for 
men like this medicine could 
not advance. We are very 
proud that a Canadian could 
make such a giant step in 
science and medical know- 
ledge. 

Today there are more than 
2,600,000 known diabetics in 
the U.S. (Statistics for 
Canada unknown). At least 
another 1,600,000 people 
have the condition but don't 
know about it and another 
5,600,000 people alive today 
in the U.S. will develop the 
condition, In recent years 
there has been an annual rise 
in the number of cases of 
diabetes. This is believed to 
be due to: the increasing age 
of the population (for dia- 
betes shows through more 
with middle-aged people), 
the factor of heredity in 
diabetes, the rapid increase 
in population and to impro- 
ved screening and diagnostic 
techniques and more fre- 
quent physical examinations. 
Serious cases of diabetes can 
lead to coma and then death. 
Think of all the unhappy 
deaths Banting and Best 
have saved. Not only in 
Canada but around the 
world.

Today 
there are about 3,000 distinct 
languages in the world and of 
these only 266 have the 
complete Bible.

use of a number of scientific 
techniques and the Bible 
Society helps in a number of 
ways. They give technical 
guidance through some 300 
translators at work around 
the world. These experts are 
highly trained in Biblical 
studies and linguistics, and 
usually have some training in 
anthropology and sociology. 

They publish books on 
translation and provide them 
free to recognized projects, 
and arrange seminars where 
translators learn of recent 
developments in the art of 
translation and get practical 
experience. A quarterly 
journal is also published for 
the use of translators. 


WORK DONE OVER 
FOUR PERIODS 


The total of 1,631 lan- 
guages which have at least 
one book of the Bible has 
been built up over four main 
periods of history: Transla- 
tions by early Christians in 
the principal languages of 
the ancient world. Syriac, 
Latin Coptic etcetera, Tr- 
anslations related to the 
Reformation such as Eng- 
lish-Tyndale, Spanish-de- 
Reina, German-Luther and 
Hungarian-Karoly. The third 


period was translations ar. 
ising from missionary work 
in the 18th and 19th cen. 
turies in such areas as 
Tamil, Persian and Chinese 
and finally the period of 
translations produced in ne 
wly developing nations, often 
trained by nationals, 
recent years, 

In the majority of cases in 
the past and even today the 
decision to translate has 
been taken by missionaries 
Their work requires some 
part of the Bible in the 
language of local people 
Since official language and 
that spoken by common 
people is quite different in a 
number of countries the 
Scriptures are now being 
translated in Pidgin or the 
common language of th 
people. In mainland China 
the New Testament is now 
available in the simplified

audience that the Club 60 
Roses Club was named be- 
cause it reads the same in the 
French or English language. 
However, he said he did have 
one ‘‘beef"’ regarding the 
charge for the telephone in 
the clubhouse.

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Dube, who had a brief to 
present on behalf of the 
Village Council. Mr. Dube 
had two concerns, the first 
being the paving program for 
the streets of Legal. He 
pointed out that it was 
important for a village, like 
Legal, to promote projects of 
this type, as it makes the 
community more desirable 
for the present citizens and 
more attractive for industry 
and new residents. In a press 
release Mr. Dube had read, 
he noted that the budget for 
such projects had been used 
up for this year, and yet 
Legal was still interested in 
receiving financial aid. The 
village would rather un- 
dertake this one big project 
rather than many little ones, 
as it could save in the 
neighborhood of $10,000. 
Leaving it until next year, 
could raise the cost six 
percent, so it seems im- 
portant to start on it this 
year, he said. The total cost 
of the program is estimated 
at $810,000. Mr. Dube went 
on to say that a number of 
the roads involved are 
travelled a great deal by 
non-residents and were con- 
tinually realizing more and 
more traffic. 

The second concern of the 
village council was water. He 
remarked that the quality 
and quantity of water was 
essential to all communities, 
and that for the past three 

~years Legal has had a short- 
age, which has put quite a 
financial burden on the 
village. It appears as if the

same problem will occur this 
year, and it limits the vill- 
age’s attractiveness to de- 
velopers. Mr. Dube com- 
mented that he would like 
assistance from the Cabinet 
in the areas of information, 
investigation and finances. 
Mr. Dube’s remarks were 
received by a good round of 
applause. 

MLA Jamison commented 
that downtown cores were 
big concerns of many com- 
munities and is something 
that should be looked at. He 
noted that the Hon. Hugh 
Horner, minister of Trans- 
portation is studying this 
subject presently and some 
answers would be available 
soon. In regard to the water 
problem, Mr. Jamison men- 
tioned how much the quality 
of the water had improved in 
the village in the past few 
years. To answer concerns as 
to quantity, studies are being 
made on a regional water 
supply. He commented that 
a water line is just down the 
road, and Legal will not be 
excluded in the plans. 

The Hon. Mery Leitch also 
threw a little light on the 
subject, remarking that his 
government's basic philoso- 
phy was growth diversifi- 
cation, getting development 
spread out, away from the 
larger urban centres. Re- 
cently, it has been shown 
that the small communities 
are again growing and there 
is new excitement in these 
areas. He pointed out that for 
these communities to grow, 
they had to be attractive

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places for development, and 
for that reason, the govern- 
ment had implemented a 
number of programs which 
lend themselves to this 
diversification program in 
the areas of telephones, 
water and street assistant 
programs, to-name a few. 
However, since these pro- 
grams have been implemen- 
ted, they have fallen a little 
behind, because of their own 
success. However, he noted 
that the government was 
very conscious of the needs 
of the smaller communities 
and help would continue in 
these areas. 


MORE FUNDS FOR 
RECREATION 


Larry Kirkpatrick, super- 
intendent of the Sturgeon 
Regional Recreation Council 
presented a number of con- 
cerns to the members of the 
Cabinet Tuesday morning, 
but emphasized the app- 
reciation of the council for 
the assistance they had 
received in the past. 

His first point dealt with 
the allocation of money 
under the Cultural-Recrea- 
tion Facility program which 
allocates a maximum of 75% 
of the grant for recreational 
projects and a minimum of 
25% for cultural programs. 
He pointed out that they 
have no problem utilizing the 
grant, but that there might 
be ways to make it a little 
more functional and per- 
tinent to the needs of similar 
councils throughout the pro- 
vince. 

Mr. Kirkpatrick then mov- 
ed to the subject of further 
education program, for wh- 
ich grants have been avail- 
able since 1973. However the 
amounts of the grants have 
remained stationary, while 
costs have risen, making it 
much more difficult for the 
council to provide a proper 
consideration in this area. 

In the same light, Project 
Co-operation grants and Op- 
eration Project Assistance 
grants have not increased 
since their inceptions in 1973 
and 1968 respectively, yet 
costs continue to climb. 

Regarding programs for 
people in the age group of 8 
to 17, Mr. Kirkpatrick 
commented that there was no 
money available specifically 
for this age group, and yet 
projects are available to them 
from other areas. He men- 
tioned the Early Childhood 
Services, which deals with 
children between the ages of 
one to seven, and Further 
Education, which assists 
people over 18. Both are 
allotted grants, but no grants 
ave forthcoming for the 8 to 
17 age group specifically. 

His fifth point was the 
operating expense of facil- 
ities which are presently in 
operation, He remarked that 
the operation costs alone of 
the Morinville arena totalled 
$21,300 from August of last 
year to April of this year. He 
remarked that it is very 
difficult for local agencies to 
meet these rising costs. He 
hoped that the Alberta 
Government would look into 
this problem and perhaps 
something could be worked 
out. 

His final point was regard- 
ing the Recreation Work Ex- 


perience Program, which is a

part of the STEP program. 
This program allows for the 
hiring of recreation and 
phys. ed. students for 
summer employment, How- 
ever, the amount of money 
alloted for this program is 
usually announced at a time 
when it is difficult for the 
council to act effectively. He 
asked if the government 
officials could leave the 
various councils more time to 
attend to this. 

Mr. Maurier, whorunsa 
local trucking firm, presen- 
ted a brief involving the 
licensing of commercial veh- 
icles which he said seems 
unfair to the rural comp- 
anies, 

Mr. Schmid pointed out 
that concerns of this type are 
perfect examples of why 
cabinet tours are important, 
as serious concerns such as 
Mr. Maurier’s must be dealt 
with, 


RURAL SPRAWL 


Walter Van de Walle then 
took the floor and commen- 
ded the ministers on giving 
the people of Alberta a 
chance to talk to the govern- 
ment, rather than having the 
government talk to them. He 
mentioned that Legal was a 
very progressive farming 
community, but stated he 
was a little concerned about 
the infringement. of rural 
sprawl on good agricultural 
land. At the same-time he 
said he would like to thank 
the members of the govern- 
ment for such important 
things such as the Agri- 


cultural Research Council 
and the further development 
of Prince Rupert as a 
growing Western port. While 
he didn't want to go into the 
Wheat Board in any detail, 
he wished they would get out 
and sell the farmer's pro- 
duct. This met with a great 
deal of applause. 

Mr. Van de Walle con- 
cluded that itis great to be 
able to phone the city toll 
free, and to phone from the 
city toll free, but calls to 
Morinville and other centres 
closer to Legal were long 
distance. 

Mr. Warrick asked how 
many miles it was between 
the centres of Morinville and 
Legal. Mr. Van de Walle 
commented that in Alberta 
distance isn't anything. Mr. 
Warrick remarked that he 
asked what the distance was 
because in these matters, 
cost is in direct relationship 
to the distance. He also 
commented that if in fact 
these toll charges were 
dropped a higher flat rate 
would have to be imple- 
mented. 

Mr. Al King, a member of 
the school board, briefly 
pointed out that Legal would 
be developing additional 
school facilities in the future 
and would appreciate it if the 
members kept the need for 
funds for this in mind. 

With no further presen- 
tations, MLA Jamison than- 
ked the many people for 
coming out to the early 
morning meeting and pre- 
sented a plaque marking the 
Cabinet visit to Legal.

Oldtimers hold auction

The Woodward auction on 
Saturday, May 27 drew a 
huge crowd of antique 
collectors, nostalgia buffs 
and bargain hunters. Tom 
Woodward who until Wed 
nesday, May 24 resided at 
4816 - S52 Street, is still 
amazed at the success of his 
personal auction sale. He 
never realized the value of 
his possessions. He expected 
around $1,500 for every- 
thing, instead realized more 
than $5,000. lt was a warm 
sunny day in the midst of 
many rainy, cold days, which 
Mrs. Woodward says was the 
answer to her prayers, for 
the auction was held outside 
in the Woodward garden 
Old pictures, frames, 70 
year old rocking chairs, old 
china, trunks brought from 
New York in 1911, a pair of 
raccoon gauntlet gloves pur- 
chased in 1912 by Mr. 
Woodward's father who was 
a coachman, before he 
started farming in 1914 were 
a few of the antiques offered. 
Thomas Wells Battley 
Woodward was born in 
England in March, 1903, 
while his mother was on a 
visit to relatives in London. 
His father, John Battley 
Woodward, his wife and 
infant son resided in New 
York, for 10 years after his 
birth. The senior Wood- 
wards’ were in service there 
to wealthy families. His 
father was a coachman until 
the horse and buggy gave 
way to the horseless carr- 
iage. John Woodward decid- 
ed then to leave New York 
and when his brother living 
in Edmonton told about 
homestead land at 160 acres, 
for $10.00, he headed west 
with his family in 1911. He 
worked at his trade of 
coachman until June 1914 
when he staked his claim to 
what became the family farm 


three miles west and two and 
one-half miles south of the 
present site near Redwater, 
and beside his brother's 
claim C. J. Woodward, who 
also operated the post office 
called Eastgate, at that time. 

Tom Woodward is a self 
educated man. He had only 
one year of formal education 
when he became ill with 
pleurisy. He had barely 
recovered when he contacted 
tuberculosis, Shortly after he 
was cured from that, his 
parents moved here, where 
for two years there was no 
school. In the meantime he 
read a lot and learned from 
that reading. 

He specialized in spelling 
and also learned Ukrainian, 
enough to understand and be 
understood, while babysitt- 
ing his Ukrainian neighbors. 
He deplores that fact that the 
younger generation here 
cannot speak their ancestral 
tongue, and feels it should be 
taught in school to those who 
wish it. 
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.eand beat the harvest rush. 


He taught himself to play 
his grandfather's fiddle wh- 
ich he still has, and would 
play at school concerts. He 
has lived in Redwater since 
1912 and farmed for 53 years 
on his father's homestead 
which was sold 10 years ago. 
He has lived in Redwater 
altogether 65 years. He 
visited Ontario two years ago 
to visit his wife Grace's 
hometown of Morristown. 
She was a civil servant 
during the war after which 
she came west, met and 
married Mr. Woodward. 

Mr. Woodward, recalling 
his early youth on the home- 
stead, says times were good, 
but hard. He can recall 
having only potatoes and 
wild rabbits to eat the first 
winter until his mother was 
able to plant and raise a 
garden, She treasured her 
garden, he remembers. 

Mr. and Mrs. Woodward 
have donated a lot of valua- 
ble antiques to the Pioneer 
Museum in the Golden Villa.

Bon Accord 
pioneer passes 


A noted Bon Accord 
pioneer, Louis Neilson, 84, 
passed away on June 6. 

Mr. Neilson was born on 
November 21, 1893 in Ne- 
braska and came to Alberta 
in April of 1894 with his 
parents. They settled in the 
Bon Accord district and were 
one of four families north of 
the Sturgeon River. 


LOUIS NEILSON 


As a young teen-ager, 
Louis freighted grain by 
sleigh to Athabasca. In 
March 1916 he accompanied 
his father to Grande Prairie 
on the Edmonton Dunvegan 
and British Columbia Rail- 
way. They bought six car- 
loads of livestock before the 
completion of the track and 
were present at the driving of 
the Golden Spike. These 
were the first cars of live- 
stock shipped on that rail- 


road on the first train out to 
Edmonton. 

In 1918 Louis took over the 
operation of the farm and 
also the buying and shipping 
of livestock upon the un 
fortunate death of his father. 

In 1920 Louis married 
Ethel June and moved toa 
home on the townsite of Bon 
Accord where a son Carl and 
a daughter Vera were born. 

For many years he was 
well known as an Inter- 
national farm machinery 
agent and as an Imperial Oil 
agent. He also had a trucking 
business hauling coal from 
the mines at Namao and 
livestock from Bon Accord, 
Gibbons and Opal. 

Farming was his main 
interest and even in his later 
years he took a keen interest 
in it. He was a familiar sight 
as he drove around, checking 
on the progress of the crops. 
During his many years as a 
keen hunter, he accumulated 
extensive knowledge of this 
sport, which was his favorite 
past-time. 

He is survived by his wife 
Ethel; one son and daught- 
er-in-law, Carl and Eileen of 
Bon Accord and one daught- 
er and son-in-law, Vera and 
Cameron Watson of Calgary, 
Alberta; one brother, Jack of 
Faust, Alberta; four grand- 
children and three great- 
grandchildren.

Mr. Koziak replied to the 
Thibault Board commenting 
that the regulations had not 
been met so the 6 x 6 core 
school had been approved, 
not the 8 x 8 school, but that 
the regulations were under 
review, as there had been 
concern shown from other 
areas in the province. He 
also remarked that attention 
should be paid to the location 
of schools as five years down 
the road the centralization of 
these facilities might cause 
some problems. 

Allan McDonell presented 
a brief and petition con- 
taining over 400 names 
regarding the poor condition 
of the Correction Line be- 
tween Highway #2 and the 
Sth Meridian. He cited many 
reasons for the necessary 
upgrading including exam- 
ples of accidents on the 
dangerous road. Mr. McGil- 
lis reinforced Mr. McDon- 
ell’s statements, remarking 
that he had been hit on the 
road going 60 m.p.h., and felt 
he was privileged to be alive. 
He commented that if the 
road isn't fixed the frequency 
of serious accidents is sure to 
increase.

He commented that 
he understood the problems 
experienced on these roads 
and that the government had 
been meeting with the MD.

His first concern was 
regarding the Cardiff Re- 
clamation site which the 
government had helped fin- 
ancially in the reclamation 
project, but seemed reluctant 
to assist in completing the 
balance of these workings.

involved the building of a 
proper paved surface to 
serve the industry located in 
the Bonaventure Park on 128 
Avenue.

Other concerns of the MD 
were such things as buried 
telephone lines, the Planning 
Act, especially Section 76, 
and the Assessment Act. The 
Reeve was also interested in 
receiving results from the 
utility survey that was done 
in the area, he thought that 
the Agriculture Service Bo- 
ards needed a freer hand and 
finally that more controls are 
needed in way of school 
construction, as there should 
be sufficient money in 
government grants for school 
construction without a re- 
quisition being necessary.
